Lease Canceled 


The 10-year-lease of the Lucas County 
Fair Grounds to the Toledo-Maumee 
Raceways. Inc.. has been terminated by 
the Lucas County Agricultural Society. 
The Society canceled the agreement after 
the Raceways were unable to obtain racing 
dates from the Ohio Racing Commission. 
The Commission had granted the dates 
sought by Toledo-Maumee to a rival or- 
ganization. The Society also claimed the 
Raceways had not paid the first install- 
ment due on 1961 rent. 


Dates Requested 


The Los Alamitos Races Course. which 
conducts spring and fall Quarter Horse 
meetings. has filed an application with 
the California Horse Racing Board to 
conduct a 14-day Thoroughbred meeting 
in the fall of 1962.

The Tracks and the Union 


Race track executives who have con- 
cluded that a union on the backstretch 
is none of their affair are correct, per- 
haps. on the ground that they are not the 
employers of grooms and exercise boys 
and hence should not intervene in anything 
having to do with formation of a union 
or in its negotiations with trainers and 
owners. In a larger sense, the labor sit- 
uation on the backstretch concerns them 
more directly than it is likely to affect 
any other corporate entity except the 
state. which cannot be expected to stir 
until its revenue begins to recede — that 
is, after the damage has been done. 

One of the first men to recognize — or 
rather, to do something about — the prob- 
lem of life on the backstretch was the 
late Edward Riley Bradley. The master of 
Idle Hour Farm did not go into race 
track ownership by preference, but when 
he did, he insisted that the men who 
worked on the backstretch should have 
some of the amenities beyond a bunk in a 
corner stall and a mountain of manure 
for scenery and atmosphere. 

At the Fair Grounds in New Orleans 
Colonel Bradley built what came to be 
called the Bradley Club, a center where 
grooms could talk or read or play billiards 
or card games. Two or 3 times a week 
he had motion pictures shown. In these 
and other ways he manifested a genuine 
concern for a group which is indispen- 
sable to racing. Perhaps he was moved 
by humanitarian considerations, rather 
than by the urgency of labor relations, 
but in the long run, is there much dif- 
ference? 

We may suppose that living and work- 
ing conditions for the groom have im- 
proved since the 1920’s, when Colonel 
Bradley built a recreation center at the 
Fair Grounds. We cannot suppose, how- 
ever, that enough has been done by the 
race tracks to remove the threat of union- 
ization, to set up adequate facilities for 
living and recreation, and to encourage 
men of diligence and character to become 
recruits to the dwindling ranks of grooms 
who are genuinely dedicated to their 
work. However far removed they may 
be from the facade on the front stretch, 
these considerations are of vital impor- 
tance to racing. 

American race tracks have reason to be 
proud of the accommodations offered to 
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the public. Some years ago a friend from 
a far-otf country described the American 
stands as “paradise,” in comparison with 
those in her own and other countries. 
Many of our tracks, however, have taken 
only minor steps toward making conditions 
tolerable for the labor force on the back- 
stretch. In this respect, partly because of 
the conditions peculiar to North American 
racing. we have not done nearly so well 
as the racing authorities in other countries. 

In Chile, for instance. the grooms have 
the benefit of a Bienestar Social, or wel- 
fare organization. which provides many 
services. There is a clinic for medical 
services. There is a large and handsome 
hogar social, or club home. which is “at 
the service of all. without distinction ac- 
cording to professional categories.” The 
club includes a cafeteria where good food 
is available at less than the usual prices. 
The facilities include a swimming pool. 
There is organized participation in basket- 
ball. ping pong. and other diversions. 
There are special arrangements for vaca- 
tions. At one track, the Hipodromo Chile, 
employees have their own bank. Motion 
pictures are shown, and a theatre group 
has been organized—and even a choir. 

A most important aspect of this develop- 
ment is that the workers themselves have 
the responsibility for management of the 
club and the activities of which it is the 
center. They appoint. from their own 
ranks, inspectors for the building and for 
preparation of food. and they require 
everyone to be washed and clean before 
he enters the cafeteria. 


It is unlikely that an equal degree of 
civilization will be brought to the back- 
stretch in the U. S. soon. The example 
is there, nevertheless. In one country, at 
least, they have sought to make the race 
course as much of a “paradise” for the 
hired man as for the customer. The man 
who grooms the horses has been given 
the privileges and responsibilities of a 
member of the racing family. The dignity 
which accrues to him through enjoying 
the privileges and accepting the responsi- 
bilities accrues also to the dignity and 
honor of the sport. 

For North American racing, the signifi- 
cance of this enlightened venture in human 
relations lies mainly in the attitude and 
spirit which made it possible. Given the 
freedom to raise his own standards, and 
the responsibility for maintaining and im- 


proving those standards, a man ceases to 
be a malcontent or an itinerant vegetable 
and comes to look upon himself as a loyal 
partner in a worthy undertaking. If we 
demand that a worker have self-respect, 
we must give him our own respect. 

How much better it would be for race 
tracks and the leaders in the sport to take 
the initiative toward better labor relations 
than to wait in hostile withdrawal for the 
still more hostile set-to with a union 
powerful enough to break a race track 
in its hands. 

The threat of a strike in California ap- 
pears to have subsided, giving rise to the 
supposition that somebody has told some- 
body to “lay off,” just as a word of power 
probably caused the union in New York 
to “lay off” a dozen years ago. 

If the supposition is correct, we can be 
grateful. But the power to lay off is also 
the power to do otherwise. Even if we 
have a breathing spell, we do not have 
a solution. If racing continues to look 
upon the groom as an individual transient, 
always expendable and always replace- 
able, it will only be preparing the seed 
bed for the eventual growth of a union. 

Even race track managers recognized 
that E. R. Bradley was a wise man. 
Perhaps a few of them can look upon 
the backstretch worker with as much 
understanding as he did. An understand- 
ing of human needs is the beginning. 


Wayne Dinsmore 


Wayne Dinsmore, who had kept himself 
strong and vigorous to the age of 82 by 
almost daily horseback riding. was afeot 
when he slipped on an icy street recently 
and sustained a broken hip. He is under 
treatment at the Presbyterian St. Luke 
Hospital on Harrison Street in Chicago. 
Mrs. Dinsmore is recovering from a similar 
injury. 

The grand old man of the American 
horse breeding industry has turned his 
riding horse over to Jay Adler and re- 
quested him to sell the animal, his com- 
panion in years of riding along _ the 
bridle trails which were created at his in- 
sistence. He will not be happy about this. 
Letters from the old friends and admirers 
who knew of his long years of service 
with the American Horse and Mule Asso- 
ciation could make hospitalization more 
bearable for him.

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AN EXCELLENT PERFORMANCE 


Widener No. 7, by Calumet Farm, 
With Overtones in High Dudgeon

Miami. “The work’s all done: all I have to do now is 
sit back and worry.” 

The speaker was Jimmy Jones. who appeared to have 
nothing unusual to worry about when he sent out Calumet 
Farm’s Yorky the next day in Hialeah’s Widener Handicap. 
The 4-year-old colt would face the same horses he had 
smashed in winning the McLennan Handicap 2 weeks 
previously. and would be carrying 4 pounds less than 
in the McLennan. 

Conversations with Jones usually turn to a discussion 
of weights. and this was no exception. 

“Sure, this time we get the best of it in the weights. 
But I'm getting a little tired of hearing people complain. 
Nobody cried for Calumet when they put 109 on *Noor 
when he ran against Citation. Nobody says anything about 
On-and-On carrying 120 tomorrow. There’s a horse win a 
race last July and got the hell clubbed out of him ever 
since. He carried 120 in the McLennan and finished last. 
He gets the same thing tomorrow. 

“You'd think we were stealing something with 116. I 
don’t see how they could have given him (Yorky) any 


more. He hasn’t won it yet. and he may not. He’s no cinch 
with me. This is one helluva tough race. 


“I don’t say that weights are so important for any one 
race. But it’s like a poker player who keeps pulling back 
one chip every hand. At the end of the game he’s going to 
have all the chips. 

“It’s that little bit each time that gets you, the little 
wear and tear. I’ve seen horses run great races with high 
weights. But eventually it stops “em. The percentage goes 
against you.” 

Yorky and On-and-On. the latter having the thankless 
assignment of trying to set things up for his stablemate. 
faced *Don Poggio (126). Never Give In (110), Derrick 
(116). Bourbon Prince (117). and the entry of *Micarlo 
(118) and *Banal (118). 


Bourbon Prince ran away from Yorky in the Tropical 


Handicap, but was swamped in the McLennan and Turf 


Cup. Trainer Bill Stephens did not decide to run him 
until the morning before the race. when he learned that 
the field would be small. 


John Sellers, after very nearly 
getting Yorky into a switch at the 
far turn, took the Calumet Farm 
colt to the outside for his drive 
and got up in the last strides 
to win the Widener Handicap from 
Never Give In by a half-length. 
The Bull Lea runner ran the 1% 
miles in 2:01, giving his stable 
its seventh victory in the Widener. 
The caliber of the riding in the 
race was condemned by horsemen. 
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Carry Back, winner of the 1960 Garden State, Remsen, ani Cowdin Stakes, came on in the stretch to beat Sherluck 
by a half-length in the 9-furlong Everglades Stakes. Crozier (rail) was third, but was disqualified for having 
interfered with Sherluck. The Everglades moved the Saggy colt to top row for the forthcoming Flamingo Stakes. 


“This horse isn’t sound, and you never 
know when he’s going to run his big one. 
It seems like he’s off 4 or 5 times and 
then on once. This race is a lot of money. 
and maybe he'll take it into his head to do 
seme running.” 

When Millard Farisziadie arrived from 
Caracas with his stable of horses he 
stated that *Micarlo was the best of the 
lot. with *Banal just about as good. 
*Banal had run reasonably well in the 
Bougainvillea and Turf Cup, but *Micarlo 
had yet to get out of a gallop in 4 starts. 
What was wrong? 

Farisziadie shrugged. “I would like for 
someone to tell me. *Micarlo looks beau- 
tiful, he is perfectly sound, he acts good. 
he works as good if not better than 
*Banal. But he has not run. I cannot 
understand it. Tomorrow we will see what 
kind of horses I have.” 

Bobby Dotter thought *Don Poggio had 
a good chance. despite his top weight. 
“He’s ready for his best, I think. I wish 
it was a mile and a half instead of a mile 
and a quarter.” 

As the race developed, *Don Poggio 
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might have finished seventh instead of 
fourth if the distance had been longer. 

Bourbon Prince went to the lead at the 
break as Bobby Ussery rated Never Give 
In in second place. Yorky broke alertly. 
and was in third place with Johnny 
Sellers biding his time. *Don Poggio 
stumbled slightly coming away, and was 
seventh coming off the club house turn. 

Down the backstretch Bourbon Prince 
maintained a length lead, on the rail, 
with Never Give In second and Yorky 
still third. At the half-mile-pole Yorky 
and *Don Poggio started to move. Chris 
Rogers had Bourbon Prince slightly off the 
rail. When Sellers started to go through 
with Yorky, Rogers promptly shut him 
off. Sellers stood up in the saddle, and 
Yorky dropped 3 lengths off the pace. 

At the three-eighths-pole Ussery _ let 
Never Give In have his head: he shot 
by Bourbon Prince, opened up 3 lengths. 
Yorky, back in stride. went to the out- 
side. *Don Poggio, which had run with 
Yorky on the far turn, flattened out. 

From the quarter-pole to the wire it 
was a 2-horse race. Never Give In was 


3 in front when he straightened away, 
still 2 in front at the eighth-pole. Yorky, 
gaining slightly with every stride, moved 
to Never Give In at the sixteenth-pole. 
With 50 yards to go Yorky finally got 
his head in front. and he went under the 
wire first by half a length. Bourbon 
Prince was 7 lengths back and 4 in front 
of *Don Poggio. Derrick was fifth, a 
head behind *Don Poggio. Derrick, 
*Banal, *Micarlo, and On-and-On had not 
been prominent at any stage. 

In the winner’s circle Jones was beam- 
ing but unnerved by the photographers 
who wanted a shot of Yorky and Sellers. 

“The last time (after the McLennan), 
this horse almost ruined himself waiting 
to have his picture taken,” Jones said. 
“He’s the kinda horse that steps on him- 
self. He did it the last time and tore his 
shoe off. wrenched his leg. That’s a hel- 
luva way to knock out a horse.” 

What about the future? The Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap or the Campbell 
Memorial? 

It depended, as anyone could have 
guessed, on the weights. “There’s no rush 
to decide.” 
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Mr. and Mrs. Jack Price accept the 
Everglades Stakes trophy from Eugene 
E. Mori Jr. after Carry Back’s win. 


Sellers. who was confident before the 
race, said he never had been worried dur- 
ing the running. 

What about being stopped at the half- 
mile-pole? Seller’s answer may have con- 
tained a grain of salt. but he played it 
straight. 

“He (Rogers) kinda squeezed me out 
of there, but it didn’t mean anything. 
My horse wasn’t ready to make his move. 
anyway. I saw Ussery sitting alongside 
with a handful of horse. and I wanted 
him to make his move ahead of me. He 
did.” 

“My horse ran his heart out today,” 
said Ussery, “but how are you going to 
beat the best horse when he gets in with 
116? That stable does the same thing 
every year. They wait with the good ones. 
No wonder they’ve won this thing 7 times. 

“They'll win 20 more if it stays like 
this.” 

Eddie Holton, trainer of Never Give 
In. was equally incensed. He said that 
if he had his own way, he’d never race 
at Hialeah again. 

Yorky added a brilliant chapter to the 
Bull Lea story. He became the 27th of 
Bull Lea’s runners to win $100,000, the 
47th from Calumet Farm. 


The Aftermath 


Sellers, after telling everyone he had 
“faked” into the hole at the half-mile-pole, 
altered course by the time he was back 
in the jocks’ room. He accused Rogers of 
deliberately shutting him off. 

“I wasn’t trying to block you,” Rogers 
told him. “I looked back, but I didn’t see 


you.” 


“Then your glasses must have fogged on 
you,” Sellers snapped. 

Rogers said later, “I moved off the 
rail a little to get the better footing. 
Sellers started to come on on the inside. 
Then he hollers, ‘Don’t shut me off.’ He 
made a mistake, that’s all. I wasn’t try- 
ing to shut him off. He thinks I was 
trying to trap him, I wasn’t.” 

The patrol films revealed that Sellers 
moved within a half-length of Bourbon 
Prince at the half-mile-pole and had 
enough room—though it was a little tight 
—to go right on through. *Don Poggio 
was lapped on Yorky when Sellers started 
through on the rail. It appeared that 
Sellers feared being trapped by *Don 
Poggio as much as anything else. The 
films also showed Ussery looking over at 
Yorky and seeing him taken up. 

On Sunday, and again on Monday. Jones 
declared he would see the stewards, not 


to protest officially. but to get his views 
on record. 


“They were hazing my horse. . . . These 
jocks think they’re riding in a rodeo. 
You’ve got to protect the owners. I don’t 
see how they stay in this business, any- 
way.” 

At one point Jones indicated he might 
charge Ussery and Rogers with collusion. 
Sellers had said that Ussery yelled to 
Rogers, “Watch the rail,” when Yorky 
moved inside. “A lot of people are getting 
pushed around.” said Jones. 

“T wonder what would have happened.” 
said one horseman, “if Yorky had got 
beat?” 


The Bel Centauri Case 


The Florida State Racing Commission 
on Friday, February 24, was to hear the 
case of trainer H. J. (Jimmy) Pitt. sus- 
pended last week by the Sunshine Park 
board of stewards as a result of the 
stimulation of one of his horses. The cir- 
cumstances suggested that Pitt would 
present a strong defense.

Grandpa Shook Him Up 


Los AncetEs. For a while there had 
been despair in the West over the 
strength of the 3-year-old crop. To be 
sure, there was Captain Fair, head and 
shoulders above his contemporaries at the 
sprinting distances, but the question that 
plagued westerners was whether they 
were going to have a genuine candidate 
for the spring classics. particularly for 
the 114-mile Kentucky Derby. 


The California Breeders’ Champion 
Stakes gave partisans a new ray of hope. 
Rex Ellsworth’s Olden Times whipped 
Alberta Ranches’ Flutterby by a neck in 
a race that stamped both as colts of 
quality, the very best in California. Their 
next meeting, in the San Felipe handicap, 
strengthened the impression. 

This time Flutterby, a strapping, late- 
running son of *Noor out of the stakes- 
winning mare *Blue Butterfly, was the 
winner, and when the dust had settled, 
California fans knew they had not 1, but 
2, stout contenders working up to the 
Kentucky Derby. 

The 2 stakes were strikingly similar. 
In the 1,4-mile Breeders’, Olden Times 
and Flutterby carried 118 pounds each. 
and Olden Times won by a_ neck in 
1:4214. In the San Felipe, a handicap, 
Olden Times carried 124 pounds, Flutter- 
by 122. and the latter reached the wire 
first by a head, again in 1:4245. 

Flutterby’s time. incidentally, marked 
the fastest running in history of the San

After the Breeders’ Champion Stakes, 
Johnny Longden had complained that 
Flutterby had run willingly past every 
horse in the race, except one. Reaching 
Olden Times, he had been content to stay 
there and to run along with the leader. 

“He lacks the will to win,” Longden 
stated. Johnny’s 31-year-old son Vance, 
trainer of Flutterby, agreed. 

“Flutterby is a lazy colt.” Vance said. 
“He has a tendency to loaf once he gets 
up to the leader.” 

Between the Breeders’ Champion 
Stakes and the San Felipe, Grandpa John 
and son Vance sent Flutterby through a 
rigorous school. One morning, Vance, who 
was a rider himself at one time. broke 
a stablemate 5 lengths in front of Flutter- 
by. John, up on the latter, timed his 
move to catch the other horse some 50 
yards or so from the wire. 

Flutterby caught him, all right, and at 
the moment that Longden expected him 
to hang there, refusing to go by, he really 
went to work on the colt. Flailed with 
the whip, a surprised Flutterby suddenly 
shot to the front. He “won” the workout, 
going under the wire in 1:3744. 

In the San Felipe, Olden Times, beau- 
tifully rated by Willie Shoemaker. took 
command at the start, followed by Shelby- 
ville, Light Talk, and Wire Us. Longden 
began his drive on Flutterby early, mov- 
ing up before reaching the half-mile-pole.

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and he kept Flutterby on the outside, 
where the long-striding colt could avoid 
trouble. Flutterby had no trouble leaving 
Captain Fair when Longden shook him up. 

At the top of the home stretch, Olden 
Times had a lead of 2 lengths, but Flutter- 
by was closing resolutely on the outside. 
The Alberta Ranches’ blue-and-white silks 
flashed past Light Talk and then Wire Us. 


Then came the decisive moment for 
Flutterby, the moment he had been 
schooled for, the moment that would re- 
veal whether he would ever have the 
will to win. 

Grandpa John switched his whip to his 
left hand, and rained a torrent of blows 
on Flutterby’s steaming, wet flanks. The 
bay colt shot forward, and in a few pow- 
erful strides, he shoved his neck to the 
front. 

But that was as far as he could, or 
would, go. Olden Times dug in, and he 
was coming on again as they thundered 
under the wire. 

Almost 3 lengths back in third place 
came Wire Us, followed in order by 
Game, Captain Fair.

Calumet Farm won the Widener Handicap for 
the first time in 1939, with Bull Lea. The noted 
gelding, Armed, son of Bull Lea, won the event 
in 1946 and 1947, and another son, Coaltown, won 
it in 1949. The renewals of 1957 and 1959 were 
taken by Bardstown, a son of Bull Lea’s best 
daughter, Twilight Tear. This year the 26-year- 
old Bull Lea’s son Yorky won the event, giving 
Calumei Farm its seventh success in the Widener. 

Bourbon Prince made the pace through the first

mile, while John Sellers rated Yorky in 
place, about 2 lengths behind Never Give In. 
Going into the far turn, Sellers threatened to

*Nasrullah. Theyre all good... . 

Is there any male line that is more 
successful? 


No. sir. There is no male line that is 
more successful. But if you are making 
the male line a primary consideration in 
the selection of stallions, you are fishing 
for tarpon with a bent pin. Or, as Ambrose 
Bierce quite irreverently remarked in de- 
scribing the practice of medicine in the 
days of your grandfather, you are throw- 
ing a stone down the Bowery to kill a dog 
on Broadway. 

The rhetorical question quoted above 
reminded us of the loud arguments of 
20 years ago with Col. Frank Moss, of 
Toronto, bless his gentle soul. It was 
somewhere along there that we attempted 
to furnish evidence that the breeder who 
took aim by squinting down a male line 
had only a random chance of hitting the 
target. A random chance is better than 
none. of course. It’s something better than

George Ade’s baseball player who couldn’t 
jump out of a boat and hit the water. 

The trouble with depending on a male 
line is that the odds are about 10 to 1 
that it will recede faster than the hairline 
of the breeder who puis his trust in it. 

There is no better basis for predicting 
what will happen to the prominent male 
lines of today than what happened to the 
prominent lines of yesterday. What has 
happened in the last 30 years is indicated. 
in broad outline. by the accompanying 
tabulation. based on data drawn from the 
annual “stakes supplements” published 
by The Blood-Horse. The outline is in- 
teresting, perhaps, but it is not specific 
enough, since it does not show in detail 
the rate in which the various branches of 
each line were dissipated and replaced 
by other branches. 

In the brief study made nearly 20 years 
ago, the North American stakes winners 
of 1914 and 1915 were traced to the 
nearest imported male line ancestor; then 
it was determined how many stakes win- 


ners of 1941 traced to the same imported 
lines that were represented in 1914-15. 
Except for the so-called American lines 
(American, that is, since the time of the 
Civil War), all but a small fraction of the 
imported lines had disappeared in a period 
of 25 years. It was a rarity for an import- 
ed line to survive 3 generations of selec- 
tion by American standards. 

To determine whether the situation had 
improved in the last 2 decades, a similar 
comparison was made between 1931 and 
1960. Here are the results. 


Imported stallions from the Vedette line 
(through Speculum and Galopin) repre- 
sented by stakes-winning tail male de- 
scendants in 193] were *Isidor, *Sun 
Briar, *North Star III, *Harpenden, *Pai- 
cines, *Porte Drapeau, *Star Hawk, *War 
Cry, *Rivetter, *Negofol, *Pataud, Prince 
Pal, *Donnacona, *Durbar II, and *Sain. 
Total, 31 stakes winners; total in 1960, 
none. 

From the Musket line, there were 
*Assagai and *Master Charlie: 7 stakes 
winners in 1931, none in 1960.

In summary, 52 of the 56 imported 
lines have disappeared from the list of 
sires of stakes winners in a period of 
30 years. Of the remaining 4, *Stefan the 
Great has virtually disappeared in 2 gen- 
erations; the *St. Germans line has not 


reached the third generation of stallions; 
*Sir Gallahad LHI’s most successful third- 
generation descendant is Chop Chop (his 
other prominent representatives are in the 
second generation) ; and *Rock Sand has 
successful fourth-generation descendants. 

But if anyone guessed in 1971] that the 
“Rock Sand line would grow in strength 
through Pilate and his sons, he was not 
using the male line as a clue: in 1931] 
there was not a single top-class runner to 
represent the line in North America. 

Should we expect the lines established 
in North America by the sons of Nearco 
and Hyperion to suffer the attrition dem- 
onstrated by the record of the last 30 
vears? 

Assuming. as we must. that the struc- 
ture of racing in North America and else- 
where shows no significant change, the 
answer is yes. For any one line which 
can be specified at the moment, the 
answer is: not necessarily. but probably. 
Not necessarily. because male lines sur- 
vive by chance. Probably. because what 
happened in the past determines the odds 
for what will happen in the future. 

Why are the odds se long against the 
male line descendants of an imported sire 
carrying on successfully for more than 3 
generations? Why—turning the question 
around—do the new importations of each 
generation of stallions tend to gain their 
success at the expense of their American-

ICE’s racing career 
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bred cousins? A manifold answer is re- 
quired, but at least 3 important factors 
are apparent: 

(1) Simple arithmetic. Three genera- 
iions of success represents a parlay. A 
parlay usually means long odds. If a 
player backs 3 horses separately at even 
money, he has a 1-to-1 chance of collect- 
ing any one of the wagers; but if he 
parlays the 3 horses. the odds rise to 
7 to 1. Parlaying a male line for more 
than 3 generations is not to be reduced 
to such simple mathematics, but the prin- 
ciple remains. and the odds are neces- 
sarily long. 

(2) Preferential treatment. The high- 
class runner or proved stallion imported 
at a high price tends to benefit from an 
association with the best of mares. So do 
his best sons, of course, but these sons 
are in competition with one another and 
with other stallions: only a few can be 
successful. The chance of success among 
the grandsons is even less. because of— 

(3) The structure of racing. Successful 
imported stallions get the speed and the 
stamina required for American racing. On 
the race course we select, for preferential 
treatment in the stud. the progeny with 
speed. We condemn as failures the stal- 
lions whose offspring fail to distinguish 
themselves ai distances between 6 and 9 
furlongs. The 9-furlong horse tends to get 
horses whose best distance is less than 9

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furlongs: the miler tends toward 6-furlong 
offspring. and so on. In order to sustain 
enough stamina for 9 furlongs, we import 
new stock from countries where the mile- 
and-a-half horse is respected as a cham- 
pion, if he is a champion at that distance. 

In the major racing countries of 
Europe and South America, breeding and 
racing are a continuum. A sound racing 
program supports a sound breeding pro- 
gram. and vice versa. In the U. S., the 
race tracks have refused to accept re- 
sponsibility for supporting a sound breed- 
ing program; that is, they have declined 
to provide more than a handful of oppor- 


tunities for testing horses at distances 
beyond 14 miles. Result, the world’s | 
dullest racing programs on the one hand, 
the most thorough wastage of genetic re- 
sources on the other. 

The first 2 factors cited above as con- 
tributing to the decrement of a_ given 
branch of a male line operate as effective- 
ly in other countries as in the U. S. The 
third appears to be more effective in the 
U. S. than in most (not all) other coun- 
tries. and the reason for this appears to 
be the fact that our race track executives 
take the easiest—and least constructive— 
pattern for making up their racing pro- 
grams. 

The male line. of course, is a matter of 
no consequence in itself, except as breed- 
ers assign a specious importance to it. It 
is the exceptional individual which opens 
the door to success. The Hyperion line’s 
success, for instance, is no more due to 
Hyperion than to the numerous females 
involved, including the 3 high-class race 
mares excellent producers which 
were the dams of *Alibhai, * Heliopolis, 
and *Khaled. Hyperion himself was out 
of one of the best race mares and_ pro- 
ducers of her time. Focusing attention on 
the male line tends toward overlooking 
the equally important contributions from 
other ancestors.

SOUTH CAROLINA 
Betting Loses 


CotumBiA. A proposal to legalize pari- 
mutuel betting at horse and dog races in 
South Carolina followed its several pre- 
decessors down the drain in the House 
of Representatives on February 17. 

The local-option plan was offered by 
Rep. A. W. (Red) Bethea as an amend- 
ment to a general appropriations bill. He 
estmiated that it would raise $15.000.000 
annually. and he proposed that the money 
be divided between mental health and 
increased teacher salaries. 

The Bethea measure would have set up 
a commission to police. license. and tax 
the tracks. After a brief but lively debate. 
the amendment was killed. 79 to 27. in a 
roll call vote. 

This was the first pari-mutuel proposal 
to reach the floor of the House in several 
years. Others have died in committee or 
by other means. 


Mrs. Mabel McCabe’s Scotch Bull let neither the fog nor the other runners 
bother him as he drove to a 3',-length win over Mr. Egotist in the George 
Washington Stakes at Bowie on February 18.

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Bethea said he would bring the measure 
up in the form of a bill later in the current 
session. Indications are that the debate 
will be heated. 

Most South Carolina horsemen strongly 
support such a bill. The horse racing tra- 
dition in this state is rich. It was the 
No. 1 sport from colonial times to the 
Civil War.

The first night meeting of Canadian 
Thoroughbred racing will take place this 
summer at the Blue Bonnets race track 
near Montreal, beginning May 26. The 
meeting will be the first Thoroughbred 
racing in the area since 1956. Blue Bon- 
nets has been granted 42 days of racing. 


The Breeders Sales Company will hold 
its fourth annual horses of racing age 
sale at Keeneland on Monday. April 24. 
The auction will be held on the third 
dark Monday of the Keeneland spring 
meeting. Deadline for entries and with- 
drawals is March 20. 


Pic-Six to Hamburgers’ 


Detroit. Total attendance, betting, and 
tax revenue reached record highs in 
Michigan in 1960. but commissioner James 
H. Inglis expressed disappointment in his 
annual report to the governor. 

Inglis. after noting that “racing is the 
No. 1 commercial spectator sport of our 
state.” added that “most of the indexes 
measuring day-to-day popularity of the 
racing sports still lagged behind recent 
year levels.” 
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The commissioner attributed the 1960 
records to “a stretch-out of the season.” 
Detroit Race Course and Hazel Park had 
a total of 126 days. compared with 117 
in 1959. 

“The average daily handle—the statis- 
tic most closely watched by the industry 
as a barometer of health and prosperity 
—remained below expectations for the 
second year in a row.” the commissioner 
wrote. 

He dismissed a 5 per cent increase in 
business at the DRC as “still the second- 
lowest (daily average handle) in any year 
since 1951 and not very impressive in 
view of a promotional and advertising 
program that far exceeded anything the 
track had previously attempted.” 

In regard to Hazel Park’s 2 per cent 
gains in Saturday and holiday handles, 
he thought it “the result of the $300.000 
grandstand enlargement, but this was 
more than wiped out by a decrease in 
a week-day handle.” 

In explanation of what he called a dis- 
appointing year, Inglis accepted none of 
the usual answers—weather and business 
conditions. He did admit, though, that 
“Toledo competition was more serious 
than in any previous year.” 

Most surprising was the commissioner’s 


attitude on the economic climate. “Busi- 
ness conditions in the Detroit area,” he 
declared. “provided no excuse for racing, 
all of them holding above the year-ago 
levels except for the construction indus- 
try which was in a sharp dip.” He failed 
to take into account the rapidly worsening 
employment situation which saw nearly 12 
per cent of the work force idle in metro- 
politan Detroit by the end of 1960. 

In a significant section the commission- 
er virtually ruled out any introduction of 
“trick betting systems such as_ Pic-Six, 
Papaletta. or some other such name.” He 
reported that he had asked the state at- 
torney general’s office for an opinion 
when E. E. Dale Shaffer. DRC president 
and now TRA chief, “requested permis- 
sion to install such a system for the 1960 
meeting.” 

“The Pic-Six plan is such a deviation 
from the generally understood definition 
(of pari-mutuel betting) that is is doubt- 
ful it qualifies as pari-mutuel betting.” 
the attorney general’s memorandum said. 
Inglis had no choice except to disapprove 
the plan. 

Inglis recommended that the state 
license its breeders, in view of the fact that 
Matthew (Mike) Rubino had been breed- 
ing and raising Thoroughbreds on a farm

The commissioner objected 
to the possibility that Rubino might qual- 
ify for the 10 per cent breeders’ awards 
available for breeders of Michigan-bred 
horses at the Detroit tracks. 

“The Jockey Club in New York con- 
firmed that it had issued at least 9 foal 
registrations within the past few years on 
which Rubino was listed either as the 
breeder or as the owner of the sire or 
dam. . . . Horsemen, with whom Rubino 
has done business at the track, were 
warned that any evidence which might 
be discovered of hidden ownership of 
horses by Rubino would result in discip- 
linary action.” 

Gov. John Swainson. commenting on the 
situation, saw no cause for action or any 
necessity for legislative action to change 
the Michigan Racing Act, since Rubino 
was engaged in a legal occupation. 

The eagle-eyed commissioner, who has 
been known to measure the amount of 
coffee sold at track concession stands, 
this time noted price increases from 15 
to 25 cents for programs and from 50 
to 55 cents for hamburgers. 


Kennedy’s Replacement 


Lewis H. Walter. veteran Detroit news- 
paperman. will return to the Detroit Race 
Course and Hazel Park this summer as 
state steward. He was reappointed by 
commissioner James H. Inglis to the post 
he held from 1949 to 1953. 

Walter, 55. takes over from John F. 
Kennedy, who left last fall to become 
director of New York racing. Kennedy 
had served in the post of state steward 
since 1954, 

At the Detroit Times, Walter wrote 
hockey. football. and golf until the paper 
was purchased last November and closed 
down by the Detroit News. He covered 
racing for the Detroit Daily Mirror, when 
the only racing in the Detroit area was 
conducted at Windsor, Canada. later for 
the Detroit Free Press and then the Times. 
He first was chosen as a state steward 
by commissioner Fred Harris in 1949, in 
the last days of racing at the old Detroit 
Fairgrounds. 

A native of Traverse City, Mich., Walter 
has lived in the Detroit area since 1917. 
He is married and has 3 children.

Call for Modernization 


In an address last month before the 
California Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation. Dr. M. E. Ensminger, chairman of 
the Department of Animal Science. Wash- 
ington State University. proposed 9 related 
areas in which research should be under- 
taken to improve efficiency in producing 
and maintaining running and _ trotting 
horses. The following summary was ex- 
tracted from his more substantial paper. 
which included several debatable sugges- 
tions and findings. 

1. “We need to know how to modernize 
rations and effect savings in cost.” Pro- 
ducers of the light horse breeds spent 
$141.392.400 for hay during “the feed- 
year 1959-60.” and another $7.000.000 for 
minerals. and most feeding practices are 
“as obsolete as a bow and arrow.” 

Unsoundness and nutritional diseases. 
now increasingly common. are attributable 
in large part to the fact that many horses 
are “stall-fed” most of the year. and 
much of the feed they are given was 
produced on “leached and depleted soils.” 
Pelleted feeds. because they are less 
bulky. easy to store. and high in “dietary 
essentials.” may be the answer to many 
nutritional problems. 

2. “We need to know how to rectify 
appalling and costly sterility and repro- 
ductive failures.” Seventy per cent of 
the covered Standardbred and Quarter 
Horse mares produce foals. whereas only 
55 per cent of the Thoroughbred mares 
have foals. 

The breeding period “is only 50 per 
cent in agreement with nature.” It would 
be an immeasurable advantage if the 
horse’s birth date could be changed “to 
somewhere between March 1] and May 1.” 

3. “We need to know how to bring 
mares in heat at will and how to trans- 
plant fertilized eggs.” Planned parent- 
hood through the use of hormones in in- 
ducing heat and ovulation “is imminent.” 
Being able to control the date of birth 
would allow the horsemen to “swap help 
with each other at foaling time.” 

4. “We need to improve artificial in- 
semination.” Through use of the artificial 
breeding process on a large scale. a 
minimum of 1.760 stallions could be elim- 
inated. “thereby effecting a total saving 
of $2.940.000 in keep alone.” Some day 
this will be a common and accepted prac- 
tice. 

5. “We need to know more about the 
relationship between soil fertility. plant 
nutrients. and _ horses.” 

6. “We need to know how to provide 
labor-saving buildings and equipment.” 
Eighty-five per cent of the work on horse 
farms is hand labor. of which one-third 
could be eliminated by “mechanization 


and modernization.” More attention should — 


be paid to utilitarian buildings and equip. 
ment, less to elaborate structures and de. 
vices. Among the most glaring deficien.- 
cies are labor-saving devices. methods of 


handling excrement. inadequate safety de. | 


vices. methods of fire-proofing, use of 
illogical building materials. 


7. “We need to know more about auto- 


mation and integration and how to reap | 


the rewards therefrom.” 

8. “We need to know how to control 
more disease and parasites.” 

9. “We need to know how to increage 
the durability and useful life of a horse 
—in racing. in showing, and in breeding.” 
The average Thoroughbred horse spends 
3 years on the race track. while the Stand- 
ardbred spends 4. The average Thorough- 
bred mare produces 6.8 foals in a life- 
time. the Standardbred mare 9.3 foals, 
and the Quarter Horse mare 10 foals. The 
average Thoroughbred stallion is in serv- 
ice for 7.8 years. the Standardbred stal- 
lion for 11.9 years, and the Quarter Horse 
stallion for 9.9 years. Standardbred and 
Quarter Horse stallions on the average 
cover about twice as many mares each 
year as do Thoroughbred stallions. 

In order to illustrate the importance of 
economy and_ efficiency in 
horses. Dr. Ensminger surveyed repre- 
sentatives breeders throughout the U. S. 
His questionnaires were returned by 74 
Thoroughbred producers, 16 Standardbred 
producers. and 32 Quarter Horse pro- 
ducers. In the following summary, figures 
for Thoroughbreds are given first, follow- 
ed by those for Standardbreds and Quar- 
ter Horses. 

A. Average cost per year of maintain- 
ing in-foal mares. including interest on 
investment. feed. transportation, board. 
veterinary attention, labor. etc.: $1.612— 
$1.386—$829. 

B. Average cost per year of maintain- 
ing a mature, barren mare, including the 
same expenses noted above: $1,157— 
$945—$731. 

C. Average cost of raising a foal to the 
age of 2: $1.657—$1.104—$829. 

D. Average cost per year of maintain- 
ing a mature stallion, including interest 
on investment, facilities, feed, etc.: $1.829 
—$2.002—$1.271. 

E. Stallion cost per foal, either in serv- 
ice fees or pro-rated cost of own stallion: 
$964—$605—$383. 

F. Average annual expenditure per 
breeding animal for drugs, vitamins, etc.. 
excluding veterinary prescription: $80.50 
—$61—$61.10. 

G. Average annual cost per head for 
veterinary service. including drugs and 
supplies prescribed by the veterinarian. 
for breeding animals: $69.40—$112.50— 
$39.40.

One of Australia’s most pop- 
ular and most profitable events for 2- 
year-olds is the Golden Slipper Stakes 
of £10.000. run by the Sydney Turf Club 
at Rosehill, in the Sydney area. To date 
all the Slippers have gone to colts by 
Star Kingdom. which raced in England as 
Star King. The winners have been Tod- 
man. Skyline (AJC Derby winner). Fine 
and Dandy. and Skyline’s brother Sky 
High. which took the VRC Derby last 
spring. 

Star Kingdom’s domination of the Gold- 
en Slipper may end before long. There 
are indications that 3 runners by Wilkes 
will pose a real threat. They are Young 
Brolga, a real star; the filly Emblem; 
and the South Australian champion Na- 
tive Statesman. 

(Wilkes, winner of the 1955 Prix Ed- 
gard de La Charme in France. is by 
*Court Martial out of *Sans Tares, by 
Sind. hence a half-brother to the Wash- 
ington. D. C., International winners Wor- 
den and *Mahan.) 

Emblem, a sister of Wenona Girl, by 
Wilkes from Golden Chariot, has been 
showing grand form. and she could suc- 
ceed where her older sister failed, in the 
Slipper Stakes last year. Emblem may try 
to emulate her illustrious sister by win- 
ning the VRC and AJC Sires’ Produce 
Stakes. 

There is no doubting the brilliance of 
Sky High. He won the 5-furlong Light- 
ning Stakes at Flemington with ridiculous 
ease to justify his 10-to-9 favoritism. with 
Tudor Hill. winner of two Doncaster 
Handicaps at Randwick, in second place, 
followed by the dashing My Peak. Sky 
High is now favorite for the 6-furlong 
Newmarket Handicap, first leg of the 
VRC autumn double, and also for the 
l-mile Doncaster Handicap, first leg of 
the AJC double. Sky High is by Star 
Kingdom—Flight’s Daughter.

For some time the Bloodhorse Breed. tf 


ers’ Association has been perturbed over 
the suitability and the condition of many 
horses exported from Australia to the 
United States for racing. 

Horses with first-class records have 
been sold at high prices When, at this end, 
it has been apparent they are past their 
prime. Others have had physical defects 
certain to prevent their withstanding an- 
other solid training program. 

The detrimental effect upon the good 
name and the world standing of the Aus. 
tralian Thoroughbred has been deeply de- 
plored and this Association has explored 
many avenues in an endeavour to offset 
it. 

Unfortunately. the Bloodhorse Breeders’ 
Association of Australia lacks the power 
to prevent anyone here from selling any 
horse he likes, nor can we stop anyone in 
the United States from buying it. 

However, my Federal Council is most 
anxious to provide some means whereby 
the intending buyer and the Australian 
Thoroughbred export trade each can be 
safeguarded and therefore. at a recent 
meeting of the Council. it was resolved 
that the breeding associations of the 
U. S. A. be advised that. if requested by 
any prospective purchaser. the Bloodhorse 
Breeders’ Association of Australia would 
recommend a responsible agent and a vet- 
erinary surgeon, to whom enquiries about 
Australian horses could be directed.

Hill Gail, not Relic 


In your issue dated January 7. 1961. 
we notice in the article “Roundup of 
England” (page 36). by R. J. Ratcliff. 
that the English Two Thousand Guineas 
winner of 1960. Martial. is stated to have 
been sired by the American horse Relic. 
This is incorrect, as Martial is. in fact, 
by Hill Gail, which we imported from 
the U. S. late in 1954. Hill Gail took up 
stud duties at our Brownstown Stud Farm 
in 1955.
